Sec. 12. Jesus Christ is the Creator of all things. This assertion like- 
wise needs no demonstration. I know of no truth that is more clearly 
expressly and forcibly laid down in holy writ. Who would hence in- 
fer that God the Father and the Holy Spirit are to be excluded from 
all agency in the creation of the world? The Triune God hath created 
all things by Jesus Christ; this is a historical truth. Who can make 
this undone? Who can in reason contradict it? So long as we admit 
the validity of the word of God, we can never doubt it. Indeed I mere- 
ly repeat this truth, which is as old as creation itself, to a the 
joy of the believer’s heart. 

Whenever I survey the beautiful and wonderful works of nature and 
feel delighted and astonished at them, I am apt to say to myself: *¢ All 
these things my kind heavenly Father has made by Jesus Christ !”’— 
then is my joy infinitely increased and every part of creation appears to 
me far more lovely, more precious and more- worthy of consideration. 
If with such reflections I associate the grand and interesting idea that 
this loving, almighty and glorious Creator of all things, made an entire 
sacrifice of Himself for sinners and consequently for me also, by suffers 
ing and dying in our stead as our wemmate and Surety—I am overcome 
with joy and abasement. 


There is something divinely great in this truth, to know my Creator 
to be my Redeemer—to adore in my Redeemer my Creator. How ma- 
ny ideas are concentrated here! How many inexpressibly glorious, con- 
soling, exquisitely cheering truths are here united! What rich pasture is 
here for the believer’s heart, who loves Christ as His One and All, far moré 
than his own life. Here the soul, fer a 
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vast, a boundless space to expand itself in. And who can exhaust these 
depths of profound wisdom ? Who can fathom Christ? Worshipping 
Him, I would fain if 1 could, often, very often press him with tears of 
joy, love and gratitude to my bosom, as my Creator and Propitiator and 
as often inquire . ** Who is like unto Thee ” 


Sec. 13. In what light ought we to consider Deists and Atheists 2 
Does duty require us to regard them with any attention and to investi. 
gate their arguments? Many a wavering, feeble mind, stinding in a 
kind of awe of such characters is led to make such an inquiry. For 
this reason the question deserves an answer. We may find,men and a- 
mong them even such as are called Christians who in good earnest 
uttempt to deny the existence of God. There are such fools, that say . 
in their hearts: ‘There is no God?” They fain would persuade them- 
selves to believe this lie; they take all possible pains to convince them- 
selves of the probability and finally of the certainty of it; they may 
possibly for a season stupify conscience to such a degree, that it 
will indeed appear to them, as though they actually denied the exiss 
tence of God. What prompts them to this unhappy endeavor, is the 
delight they take in the fascinations of sin, which they hope to enjoy 
more leisurely and effectually, if there be no omniscient and omnipres- 
ent God. Yet I do not believe that ever a single individual in this 
world sunk so low as in full earnest from conviction and with perfect 
and abiding rest of conscience ta deny the existence of God. I bear too 
great an affection for all my fellowmen to believe that any one of them, 
in possession of his reason, should have sunk so low,—lower indeed 
than the abyss of hell, in fact | deem it impossible, since the existence 


_of God is indelibly imprinted on the heart of man by his Creator. 


This impression is essential to human nature. If we take ever so 
great pains to divest ourselves of it, we do not succeed ; we cannot erad- 
fcute it out of our own system. If we could, we would, and must 
henceforth cease to be men, Atheism may therefore be pronounced to 
be the most miserable and wretched farce. Deism is not a whit better. 
No baptized human being can seriously and tranquilly deny the existence 
of Christ; for the existence of our Saviour was indelibly imprinted on 
his heart in holy baptism: he cannot rid himself of it. If he pretend to 
the ability of effecting it, ‘he also proves that he is either playing a 
wicked or a wanton farce. I was once a witness to the following occur- 
rence in one of the largest mercantile cities in Europe, where I resided 
for several years. A society, of respectable men of different ranks, who 
met once a week on a certain day, spent several hours in loudly dis- 
claiming their belief in the existence of God, turning every thing sacred 
into ridicule and particularly in uttering stout blasphemies against Je- 
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sus Christ. Now it so happened that a peculiar circumstance that cannot. 
with propriety be here related, occurred, when these men were most 
urgently called upon, to prove the consistency of their adopted princi- 
ples, by beginning to reduce them to practice. But when brought to 
‘this tie, they all manifested the most shameful cowardice ; one horrible 
refusal succeedéd the other, and they all showed such a timorous, 
shuddering, frightful reluctance, that when the challenge addressed tg 
them became more urgent, they all turned pale, quaked with dread and 
were completely confounded. This account I bad from a member of 
this society who by the grace of God had been reclaimed from the er- 
sor of his ways. I do not think that any Deist or Atheist, if his courage 
were put to the test, would come off with a better grace. Such poor 
creatures, altho’ with their lips they make a contrary profession, are at 
all times tintid cowards and filled with dread, and cannot but be so. 
Several whom the Spirit of God had reclaimed from this most weptehed. 
of follies, have made similar confessions. 


Now in addition to all this, consider the end of the most funtion. of 
these fools that figured away among their admirers as the greatest 
adepts in infidelity, deluged the world with books and had and still 
have million#f wretched votaries! What a bad, silly, shameful, cow 
ardly, yea awful exit did they make from this terrestrial stage! Hence 
it appears at once what credit is due to the professions of Deists anh 
Atheists and how undeserving they are of any further investigation.

The paro- 
chial reports are extremely deficient, as twenty ministers neglected to 
render them. But deficient as they are, thirty-five report, for the past 
Synodical year, 4105 baptisms, 2021 confirmed, 18,181 communicants, 
1087 funerals, and 153 congregational schools. 


That there are several large and flourishing Sunday Schools, and 
Prayer Meetings, within the jurisdiction of this Synod, we know, but 
none are noticed in the minutes, and hence our readers are deprived of 
information, that would no doubt delight them. 

Five candidates were ordained Pastors, and two were admitted as 
Ricentiates.

Preachers and Hearers. 


We are among those, who feel and believe that the present times are 
most momentous, and that the cause of Christ must prevail. But, we 
also fear, that Satan is at this time, operating powerfully and cunning. 
ly, to resist the efforts of Christ’s followers. Among his devices, no- 
thing is more alarming, than the reluctance he causes in many pro- 
fessing Christians, to support liberally, Ministers of the Gospel, and 
the disposition to find fault with them upon every occasion. True, 
the Preacher should be watched, and if he acts unworthy his high vo- 
cation, should be censured and expelled from the pulpit. Such lamen- 
table occurrences have grieved the children of God, but they are, thank 
God, rare. Hence, a censorious disposition should not be indulged 
among hearers, for, if it is, together with the slender support the poor 
_ preacher receives, the Ministry will be brought into disrepute, and 
then the Church will weep because of the wound Satan inflicted upon 
her, long perhaps, before the Physician shall heal it. 


We beg our readers, to meditate seriously, upon the following ree 
marks by a Lay-man, who appears occasionally in that excellent jour- 
nal, the Christian Mirror. 


It has of late become quite a common thing to hear professors of re. 
-ligion finding fault with their ministers; nor do they even affect secre- 
cy in this matter. For my part | think it should be the object of every 
Minister to have his heart affected with his subject; and if this is the 
case, I think he will rarely fail to reach the hearts of those who desire 
and pray that their hearts may be effected by what they hear. And it 
is quite probable that many ministers might deliver their discourses in 
a manner more interesting than they do, without indulgmg a man- 
pleasing spirit. But they are but flesh and blood, and are as liabl¢ to 
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form bad habits of speaking, as their audience are of hearing. And 
what then? Principle says “pity and pray for them.” But practice, 
jn too many cases say, “tellitin Gath, and publish it in the streets of 
Askelon.” Tell what? Our own shame; that we cannot relish truth 
unless it is delivered with eloquence. Would it not be far better to 
and tell our minister of some of these things in the spirit of love 
and meekness; than to complain in the streets? I could mention 

a case where such a course was pursued, and seemed like a new band 
to bind the two parties together, Yes, 1 will venture to say, that 
they loved each other more than ever. Now should we take sucha 
' ¢ourse, we should become acquainted with their trials, and go home 
more disposed than ever to pray for them. But the man who complains 
behind the posts of the door, is the last to whom a minister could un- | 
bosom his sorrows. I wish.not to comfort slothful and negligent min- 
isters if such there be; but I wish to exhibit both sides of the ques- 
tion ; And, 

{. Suppose that our bei manner of delivery is not very interes- 
ting. Could not our families discover the same want of interest in 
eur family devotions even while we are making such acomplaint. And 
how do our performances sound in the ear of a holy God? Is it not 
roore than possible, that we are become so cold and formal, that ardent 
piety is damped by the benumbing atmosphere which we throw about us ? 
Should a messenger arrive with the intelligence that a host of power- 
ful enemies were at hand; should we be inclined to sleep, or to find 
fault with his manner of speaking, while he delivered his message ? 
How much less when we are told, that ‘‘the devil, as a roaring lion 
goeth about seeking whom he may devour?” There were those who 
said of St. Paul, “ his speech is contemptible” But God made it migh- 
ty in the hearts of many notwithstanding. But there sare some minis- 
ters. during whose performances we are not inclined to sleep.. Nor 
should we be during a mighty rushing wind or an earthquake; but if 
God was not in them, our hearts would remain untouchéd. Let a 
Christian pray earnestly for God’s blessing upon the preacher, and 
word preached, and we shall hear no more from him about dry sermons, 
and uninteresting performances. In short, I do believe that the neg- 
lect of this is often the cause of those uninteresting performances, of 
which we complain. 


2. Some complain that their ministers preach too often upon doctrines. 
Perhaps they may. But have they confidence that we do, and will 
search the Scriptures for ourselves, to see whether these things are so? 
if not, are they not, in a manner, compelled, to be often hammering up- 
én the same subject? In fact, I believe that ministers have so manv 
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diseciuraipementte at times, that they know not what course to takes 
and often try every expedient without effect. And in all probability 
this would be the case, were they to pursue any course which their 
hearers might propose. It is certaia unless God add his blessing. 

8. But they should be more appropriate, 

A minister who visits his flock, doubtless knows what kind of diss 
courses are needed, better than any other individual But others have 
the same right to propote a plan that we have; andit is quite probable 
that no two in a society would agree in any one proposal. ‘It is said 
that “the wisdom of man is foolishness with God”; and it often happens 
that those discourses which we consider as ill adapted to the occasion, 
are made the “ power of God unto salvation” to some of the hearerss 
Had I room, I could relate no less than four instances of the kind which 
are full to the point. A Paul may plant,and an Apollos may water; but 
jt is a truth too little laid to heart, that God alone giveth the increase, 
O, that we all, my brethren, felt it. Then we should look beyond our 
minister, beyond the earthen vessels to the fountain. Then we should 
not complain of our fare and our leanness, but | 

“ Our sad complaints would end in praise.” 

But verily if we are so wise, why is it that we do not devise and ex 
ecute plans for ourown usefulness? The fact is, ministers and churchs 
es must go hand in hand. One must speak as “becometh the oracles 
of God,” the other should “‘ Take heed how they hear.”—lt is union in 
prayer and effort that brings down the blessings of heaven upon both 
minister and people, sa‘nt and sinner. | 

. But without this, nothing will be accomplished, Let us no moré 
find fault with others, but go to God and find fault with ourselves, 
and never find fault with our brother or minister, unless we are sure 
they cannot retort the same upon us. No, let us rathef spend our breath 
in praying for a blessing upon the means which are used, that they may 
be effectual, rather than by open complaints to hinder its effects upon 
‘our own hearts, and upon the hearts of others. As the enemies of vie 
tal godliness are awake and fighting with a zeal worthy of a better 
cause; it does not become christians to be complaining in the camp of | 
their fellow soldiers; but with united hearts go forward, and be ready 
to act in unison whenever the Captain of their salvation calls. es 

Christian brethren, I fear that we do not improve or prize our privileges 
‘as we should do ; and for one I fear that God will make us feel their worth 
by their loss, unless we improve them more to his glory, The greatest part, 
{ fear, of professors, have too much conformity to the world, and are not 
sufficiently careful to let their light shine before those with whom they 
associate, and would it be at all wonderful should God suffer us at lengtla 
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to be péfsecuted like saints of old; and in this manner, compel us, as 
it were, to evince to the world whether we are on His side or not. Are 
there not some tokens of this? ©,then let us awake to our duty and 
see to it that this is done; and let us do it without murmuring and 
complaining. Let us no longer strengthen the hand of the scoffer, and 
goin the ranks of the enemies of God. Afe there not enough of this 
sort already? Has not Satan strength enoogh already? Why, then, 
should we wound the cause which we profess to love! While the ene- 
anies of trath are aiming their shafts at almost all our pious institutions 
4s it a time, or does it become us to furnish them with arguments, with 
weapons, for such a purpose? No, rather let us put on the whole ar- 
mour of God, and serve our master as faithfully as they do theirs. Shall,. 
at be for a lamentation any longer, that the men of the world, the lo- 
vers of darkness, are “ wiser than the children of light.”

We have to-day called at five or six of these misera- 
ble dwellings; found the men engaged at their daily tasks and the wo 
men busy with their household affairs; but when you spoke to them of 
@hrist, the Saviour of the world, they could hardly repeat his name 
after you. O thou Gospel, message of love and peace! is it not reason- 
able, that in the dwellings of the poor thou shouldst be the most wel 
come guest? And even there, thou art too seldom known. | 

The human heart, my friend replied, is every where the same. The 
innocence ascribed to rural life and habits, is in fact nothing but a 
bright and delusive dream. Sin abounds beneath these humble and de- 
_cayed roofs which are hardly to be distinguished from the grey masses 
of rock around them, as well as in the gorgeous palaces of our native 
ity. Wherever a descendant of our first parents is found, there sia 
is found also; and in the eyes of him who searches the hearts of men, 

the poor herdsman inhabiting a straw shed on the Alps, is equally im- 
_ pure with the effeminate citizen of a largetown. Yet, he added, after a 
short pause—the time is coming when there shall be a new heaven 
and anew earth. True, I replied, but where a son of Adam is to be » 
found, is not there likewise a soul which may be made to rejoice by 
the glad tidings of salvation ? May not also the heart which beats un- 
der the coarse garb of the rough mountaineer, be awakened by the 
word of the Almighty, unto life everlasting ? 

Among the morntains of Italy, 
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‘Thad scarcely finished | peaking, when we heard human voices. They 
proceeded from several peasants, who approached, and ata small dis- 
tance from us laid down their loads and stretched themselves on the 
grass to rest.

The Synodical business. being finished, and several chufbhes having 
invited the Synod, to hold its next meeting, in their midst; an election 
was held and determined, that the next meeting of the Synod take 
place at Williamsport, Tey. county, Md. on the 3d Sunday in 
October, A. D. 1829. 

After singing a hymn and prayer, the Synod was adjourned.

Mr L. Eichleberger was examined, and, 

Resolved, ‘That he be initiated this evening as a Licentiate, 
Resolved, That Messrs J. Medtart and D. Eyster, be ordained Pastors, 
Resolved, That the additions to the Formula of Government and Dis- 

cipline, as sanctioned by the General Synod (see page 246, Vol. 2. of the 

Intelligencer) be adopted by this Synod 
The brethren then on bended — united with the Secretary in 

prayer, and adjourned. 
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At candlelight Messrs. J. Medtart and D. Eyster were solemnly or- 
dained’ and set apart as Pastors or Bishops in the Evangelical Lutheran 
church, and MrL. Eichleberger as a Licentiate, according to the rites 
and usage of the church, by the officers of the Synod. 

The President then delivered a very interesting charge and the con- 
gregation concluded by singing an appropriate hymn. 

Jesus Christ the Head of the Church, has not withdrawn from us! 
Praise, honour and glory be ascribed unto him forever.
